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FOREWORD 


The  Iowa,  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting,  Service  is  the  Iowa  "umit  of  a  na- 
tion-wide organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standarc'  statistical  service  for  agriculture..     The  Division  of  .Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a,  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture.  The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States. 

In  lecent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  froiTi  agricultural 
organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,   and  county,  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  coimties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
coiJXity  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations -have  asuemhled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  f.  3ries  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  h=-ve  been  assembled  from,  existing  State 
and  Federal  docijunents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Korman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
project  65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report «     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  reou'ired  under  the  Iowa  laws.    Without  these 
data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics,  would  be  less 
accurate  and  less  complete.

IOWA  IGPJCULTUE&L  STATISTICS  -  JEJFEESON  COlJl^TY 

Jefferson  County,  uriginaaij-  a,  part  of  Old  Demoine  County,  was  established 
as  a  separate  political  vx.it  in  January,  IS39.     It  was  named  for  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, the  third  President  of  the  United  States  and  author  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence.     In  March,  1S39.   a  site  was  selected  for  the  county-seat.     A  town 
was  platted  there  and  named  Fairfield. 

The  first  settlement  was  made  in  the  spring  of  183^  "by  James  Lanman,  4mos 
Lemon,  .41fred  Wright,  and  others  who  took  up  claims  in  the  ey.stem  part  of  the 
county.     This  part  of  the  county  was  in  the  First  Black  Hawk  Purchase,  made  in 
I832.     Settlement  began  in  the  central  part  of  the  county  after  the  second 
Black  Hawk  Purchase  in  1S37,  and  the  Indian  Cession  of  1SU2  released  the  entire 
county  for  settlement=     The  advantages  of  these  purchases  was  made  evident  by 
the  rapidity  with  y/hich  the  county  became  settled,  l/ 

The  State  Agricultural  Society  was  organized  at  Fairfield  on  the  28th  of 
December,  IS53.     The  first  Iowa  State  Fair  was  held  at  Fairfield  on  October  10, 
11  and  12,  185^.     The  Fair  was  not  a  financial  success,   but  it  set  a  precedent 
and  was  the  forerunner  of  the  present  Iowa  Sta.te  Fair.  2/ 

The  Burlington  and  Missouri  River  Railroad,  completed  in  1857>  ^as  the 
first  railway  in  the  county.  It  now  belongs  to  the  Chicago,  Burlington  and 
Quincy  system.  ^/ 

Area 

Jefferson  County  is  18  by  2^4  miles  in  extent  and  embraces  U3I  square 
miles,  or  275.8^0  acres,     k/    Of  this  number,  202, 50U  acres  are  farm  land.  ^/ 
There  are  12  townships  and  it  ra.nks  sixty-first  in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 
sharing  this  place  T/ith  Humboldt  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Jefferson  County  are  grouped  into  U  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom- 
land.    The  drift  soils  comprise  6.9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into 
Shelby  silt  loam — U,l  percent,  and  Lindley  loams — 2»8  percent.     The  loess  soils 
cover  83.1  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Grundy  silt  loam — U5«5 
percent,  Clinton  silt  loam — 32.8  percent,  Marion  silt  loam-— 2.9  percent,  Tama

Topography 

The  general  surface  of  Jefferson  County  shows  several  distinct  features. 
Originally  it  was  a  "broad,  almost  level  plain,  hut  it  has  heen  cut  "by  the  var- 
ious stresuns  which  now  extend  into  nearly  all  parts  of  tne  county.    Between  the 
streams,  level  areas  of  upland  occur  in  strips  varying  in  width  from  one-half 
mile  in  the  southeastern  part  to  seven  or  eight  miles  in  the  northewstern  part, 
4long  the  larger  streams  the  uplands  "nave  "been  cut  considerably  and' the  surface 
is  rougher;   this  condition  is  most  apparent  in  Walnut  Township  along  the  WaJ.nut 
Creek  and  In  les  iv.oines  Township  along  the  Pes  Moines  River,     The  depth  of  the 
stream  beds  vary  from  5O  to  I5O  feet  .    Terraces  or  second  bottom-lands  occur  in 
various  places  along  the  streams,     Tiie  bottom-lands  occur  in  narrow  strips,  be- 
ing most  extensively  developed  in  Locust  Grove,  Center,  and  Liberty  townships^ 
The  Skunk  River  and  its  tributaries  drain  about  9O  percent  of  the  county c  The 
remaining  part  is  drained  by  tributaries  of  the  Les  Moines  River.  7/ 

Climate 

The  a.vera.ge  temperature  for  10  -years  (1930-1 939)  was  U9.U  degrees.  8/ 
The  average  precipitation  for        years  (18"/1+-1930)  was  36,21  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averi-^ged  I59  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  28 
and  October  k,  recorded  from  I9OO  to  1930.  9/ 

Popul at ion 

The  Territorial  census  of  ISUO  credited  Jefferson  County  with  2,773 
haoitentse     The  population  grew  rapidly  in  the  early  years,  but  since  I87O  it 
has  rem-^:.ined  more  or  less  constanto     In  I93O  there  were  38  persons  per  square 
mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  kk.

In  1937  there  were  7  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty— 2  livestock  enterprises,  1  petrolaun;  plant,  3  merchandise  establishments 
and  1  wool  market. 

&.S  a  whole,  they  had  U5U  members,  of  which  36O  were  active,  and  1,200  T>er- 
sons  did  business  with  the  7  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  business 
volume  of  $115,000  axid  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $91,952  worth  of 
business . 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively,    purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  ccmiiodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  16/

Omaha  Farm  Credit  administration  and  Iowa  State 
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The  greatest  number  of  apple  trees,  33,471,  was  recorded  in  ISjk ,  but  the 
greatest  production,  81,899  bushels,  was  listed  in  I9O9.     In  I93U  ther  were 
only  17,510  apple  trees  and  5,635  bushels.     The  greatest  number  cf  peach  trees, 
26,90U,  was  reported  in  I9O9 ,  but  tne  greatest  production,   6,589  bushels,  ms 
listed  in  I93U,     In  I9O9,  the  record  year  for  pluiiis  ,  lU,879  trees  and  5,212 
bushels  were  recorded.  In  the  peak  year  for  cherries,  187^.  19)5S6  trees  yielded 
5,436  bushels.     In  193U,  there  were  only  2,769  cherry  trees  and  978  bushels 
reported.     The  greatest  production  of  grapes,  253,998  pounds,   occurred  in 
IS9U.  17/ 

Kote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows; 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off  c  A.  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  o1;her  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  s-um- 
mations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  hulked.  This  assuiiies  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked^ 

In  193^  and  193*^',  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  \ij  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  yea.rs  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  t_otal  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attemjjt  to  multiijly  it  by  the  acreage  snown 
to  get  total  production  y/ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  sJ-'^d.  I936  have  buen  ad.justed  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yield.s  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovra  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  tae  county* 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  and  I936.
